THE INSURGENT FORCES 87° ¢ THE RUN- 
* NING OF TRAINS. 


Rebels Gaining in Strength—The Dead Bel- 
gian Prince—Prospects of Ending the 
Irish Wrangle—Canadian Parliament— 
Gossip About Great People—Loyal New- 
foundlanders—A Day’s Events. 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The Chilian legation in 

London to-day acknowledges that there was 

a revolution in progress, and while prudently 


reserved, the First Secretary exhibited a 
feverish nervousness which showed consid- 


_erable apprehension as tothe result. Ad- 
vices from Buenos Ayres this morning say 


that the rebels have given Balmeceda time to 
decide what he will do. The rebel demdnds 
are that Congress be immediately convened, 
the present Ministry dismissed and free elec- 


tions held. 
News has been received from Valparaiso 


that a conference between President Balma- 
ceda and the Chilian Deputies has taken 
place. Many people believed that the Pres!i- 
dent would take advantage of this meeting to 
tender his resignation. He did not do so, 
however, and the conference had no result. 
Meanwhile the imsurgents continue to 
gain strength and confidence. The work- 
men employed in the ~-factories in 
and about Valparaiso are joining the Insur- 
gent forces in large numbers, The tide of 
sympathy seems to be with the rebels. Regu- 
lar railroad trafficis at a standstill, and in 
many places the insargents have temporarily 
stopped the running of trains by turning the 
rails up. In some places they have also de 

stroyed the railroad embankment. Business 
is in a state of paralysis. The Government 
has declared the large towns to be in a state 
of siege. 


The Dead Prince. 

BRUSSELS, Jan. 24.—The pressof this city 
dare not publish the current rumors con- 
cerning Prince Baudouin’s death. It is said 
that he looked forward with dread to his pro- 
posed marriage to his cousin, Princess Clem- 
entine, and that no affection beyond their 
near relationship existed between them. The 
weight of public opinion still is that his death 
was not entirely natural. 

King Humbert ofItaly and, Emperor Wiill- 
iam of Germany have telegraphed thetr con- 
dolences to King Leopold. 

The Princess Henriette, sister of the late 
Prince Baudouin, was informed yesterday 
evening of her brother's death. At first the 
news affected the sick Princess ina danger- 
ous manner, but she is improving to-day.

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The Marquis of Harting- 
ton in reply to inquiry concerning the contra- 
diction between the views of Joseph Cham- 
berlain, Lord Derby and other Unionists as 
to whether home rule is dead, writes to-day: 
‘*‘The contradiction is more apparent than 
real. Home rule may be dead as a practical 
policy and as far as it ever possessed any 
chance of the country accepting it in definite 
form. But the political necessity to specially 
retain the Irish Nationalists’ support may 
compel Mr. Gladstone’s followers, fora long 
time to come, to include it in their policy.’’ 
Lord Derby writes: ‘‘My speech was intended 
to warn Unionists against being unduly san- 
guine or relaxing their exertions.’’

* PARIS, Jan. 24.—The Siecle to-day announces 
that Mr. William O’Brien has received from 
Mr. Arnold Mortley, M. P., the Liberal whip, 
home rule guarantees on the part of Mr.

against Great Britain for this second outrage, 

which she now purposes to perpetrate upon 
the colony, but we have no reason to believe 
that any section of our people have ever con- 
spired to throw off their allegiance to the 
British crown. What may happen in the 
future, we know not, but at present no ru- 
mors have reached us here in St. Johns of 
any conspiracy against Her Majesty’s sov- 


ereignty in Newfoundland. It has caused us’ 


much concern to see published in such an 
influential newspaper as the London Times 
stories of conspiracy and rebellion, which, so 
faras wecan learn, are entirely mythical. 
We are compelled in honesty to state that we 
know nothing of the alleged attempt 
to tear down the royal  stand- 
ard from the Court-house and hoist 
the stars and stripes in its place onthe oc- 
cassion when the report arrived here that 
the modus vivend!i was renewed. What real- 
ly happened is that at Placentia there was 
open talk of taking such acourse, but the 
people restrained their indignation and in- 
dulged in no more overt act of rebellion 
than this, nor have we as yet heard anything 
of the existence of any secret societies whose 
object is to wrest this colony.from the 
Dominion of Her Majesty and place it under 
the protection of the American Republic; and 
ifany American gentiemen have made ar- 
rangements for supplying the Newfound- 
landers with armsincaseof a popular re- 
volt occurring, it is remarkable that-the 
newspaper corréspondents should be aware 
of a fact which hasnever come to the 
knowledge of the police authorities. There 
has been no conspiracy or rebellionin New- 
foundland. ‘But what will happen when the 
modus vivendi is renewed and the French 
shore is settled over the heads ofthe com- 
me of jNewfoundland, | time only will re- 
veal.’’ 


The Canadian Parliament. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 24.—Nothing defi- 
nite transpired yesterday respecting the sup- 
posed intention of the Government to dis- 
solve Parliament atan early date. It is still 
taken for granted everywhere, inspite of the 
denials of friends of the Cabinet Ministers, 
that notice of dissolution of Parliament has 
been decided on. One of the statements cur- 
rent is that the Cabinet separated last even- 
ing with the understanding that the next 
meeting would be a wind-up preparatory to 
the campaign, and that a general election 
would take place either Feb. 23 or 26. 

COMMERCIAL AFFAIRS. 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The Chronicle says it has 
high authofity for the statement that no 
pressure has been brought to bear on Canada 
by the Government in connection with pend- 
ing negotiations between the provinces and 
the United States. The Chronicle continues 
by saying that while it would rejoice to see 
Canada and the United States commercial 
friends, thus inducing a different spirit from 
that engetidered bythe thorny fishing dis- 
putes, it does not desire to depart from the 
policy of allowing the colonies a ‘free hand in 
commercial matters. The article concludes as 
follows: ‘‘Nor is it right to imply any inten- 
tion on the part of Canada to make a recipro- 
cal commercial agreement the basis of settle- 
ment of such questions as those involved in 
the Behring Sea matter, which must be de- 
cided on their merits.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 24.—Col. Mac- 
Farlane, Chamberlain tothe late King Kala- 
kaua, said yesterday that the King’s last in- 
structions to him were regarding the treaty 
existing between the two countries. He had 
him convey special instructions to the 
Hawalian Minister at Washington to ask Sec- 
retary Blaine to do everything in his power to 
set the treaty matter right with Congress. 
Three days later a message was received gay- 
ing that President Harrison was going to send 
a special message to Congress this week urg- 
ing the advisability of leaving the provisions 
of the treaty stand as they, were. Col. Mac- 
Farlane says he hastened with the good news 
to His Majesty’s bedside, but found him un- 

conscious. 


Under an Avalanche. 


PARIS, Jan. 24.—While a number of men 
were employed on the railroad at Nantua, 
near Baurg,an avalanche fell upon them, 
burying several of the workmen and injuring 
three of them so severely that their recovery 
is doubtful. 

The engineers who have been engaged in 
the attempt to clear the River Seine of the 
huge blocks of ice with which it is packed, 
have been using dynamite with considerable 
success in their work.

Forty Men Killed and Thirty Injured by 
an Explosion: 

BERLIN, Jan. 24.—A terrible disaster has oc- 
curred at the Hibernia colliery at Gelsen- 
kirchen. Forty men were killed and thirty 
severely injured by an explosion which took 
place in one of the pits. 


Swept Down the Torrent. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Jan: 24.—Two ladies 
were swept away by a freshet Thursday while 
trying to drive across a flooded bridge near 
Dover Plains and were drowned. The gen- 
tleman with them narrowly escaped. The 
ladies were Miss Rosa Scheisterbacker and 
her sister, Louise, a widow, who had been 
visiting their sister, Mrs. Jacob Cables, in 
Tower Hill. Mr. Cables, about noon Thurs- 
day, with a span of horses and a sleigh, 
started to take the ladies to Dover Plains, 
where they intended to take a train for their 
home in New York. As they approached a 
bridge crossing a mountain stream they found 
it. flooded. The muddy water was roaring 
over it fully three feet deep. Mr. Oables 
thought the bridge strong, even under 
the rushing water, and to. eross ~ 
The torrent was too ‘strong to stemmed. 
swept horses, sleigh and occupants off on 
bridge and dewn. the swollen stream, toss- 
ing them hither and thither against the rocks 
and trees and logs and huge cakes of ice 
brought down by thecurrent. There was but 
one scream for help and that was 

roar, nor was anyone near 

the unfortunate people had it been possible. 

Only Mr. Cables escaped, terribly bruised and 
exhausted, swept into a clump of bushes bya 
lucky chance. The two ladies and the horses 
were drowned. Rosa’s body was found in the 
evening lodged inaclump of bushes a mile 
below the brdge. A half mile below the bridge 
Lowlse’s body was found yesterday, alsobadly 
bruised. Louise was 8 years old and Rosa 25.

THE SENATE'S GAG. 


Democrats Battling Against the Pas- 
sage of the Cloture Rule. 


REPUBLICAN PROGRAMME FOR THE 
ADOPTION OF THE MEASURE. 


Vice-President Morton’s Rulings — To- 
Day’s Contest—Why the Majority Fear 
to Adjourn—Comment on the Action of 
State Legislatures Towards the World’s 
Fair—The House—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Jan. 2%.—The Repub- 
licans inthe Senate are afraid toadjourn, 
and again last night até6o’clock took a re- 
cess. They fear that the Democrats will put 
Morton ina hole again and make an absurd 
journal, thereby creating a cause for debate’ 
next day. It is evidently the object of the 
Republicans to go on takinga recess every 
evening until the gag rule is passed. Gorman 
answered Aldrich’s motion to vote on the 
rule at once, and took occasion tosay some 
biting things. The Republicans will make 
every endeavor to at least stop the debate on 
the measure by next Monday. Nothing can 
be expected from the Vice-President, and 
some wild scenes in the Senate are 
nearly sure to take place. The 
whole of Washington recognizes that 
Morton has given himself up soul and 
body to the conspirators, and except with 
the radical element of his party he is re- 
garded as a disgraced man. The Vice-Presi- 
dent satin his seat trembling to-day when 
Gorman denounced him for his decision. 
Thereis at present a quorum of the Senate 
here and Morton can now count only Repubil- 
cans if he so desires. Some disgraceful 
scenes are expected if the evening sessions 
are not discontinued. Senator Teller, it is 
said, will bolt his party on the vote. 

OPPOSITION TO THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 24.—Congress- 
men are commenting upon theaction of 
several Southern Legislatures in declining to 
take steps to participate in the World’s Fair 
pending the consideration of the elections 
bill. Senator Cullom of Illinois said he did 
not believe such proceedings would have any 
effect upon Senators favsrably disposed to- 
ward the bill. He does not think the South- 
ern States are sincere in their action, but are 
bluffing to influence Congressmen who are 
workingin the interest of the Fair. Repre- 
sentative Butterworth of Ohio said the ques- 
tion was a grave one, and if ten or a dozen 
States should decline to participate in the 
Fair its success might be jeopardized. He 
hoped that the Fair would be kept out of 


politics. 

Representative Candler of Massachusetts, 
Chairman of the World’s Fair Committee, 
said the sentiment ofthe people was fairly 
represented in the proposed action. 

Representative Abner Taylor of Illinois be- 
lieves the Fair will be a success even if all the 
Southern States decline to participate. He 
does not think the action of the Southern

Senator Berry of Arkansas said he had not

INDUSTRIAL CONVENTION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 24.—The confer- 
ence of the delegates to the confederation of 
industrial organizations was resumed this 
morning, the question under discussion be- 
ing the best method of instructing and reach- 
ing the industrial classes, and the most feas- 
ible plan for educating them in the doctrines 
of the organizations. Much difficulty has 
been encountered, it is stated, 
in disseminating the principles andideas of 
the confederationas embodied at the Ocala 
convention, and reaching a common basis on 
which to work. This is applicable particu- 
larly tothe negro regions, as wellasin less 
degree to other portions of thecountry , where 
it has been found that nhearly every 
State organization has different meth- 
ods of reaching the people. These 
questions have been under consideration by 
the conference all the morning and an effort 
is being made to agree upon some common 
method on which all organizations can unite, 
and to draft a plan of work agreeable to all 
organizations. Itis likely some conclusions 
will be reached to-day, after which the con- 
ference will adjourn.

D. H. ROBERT, 
THE WOUNDED KNEE BATTLEFIELD. 

Pine RIDGE AGENCY, VIA RUSHVILLE, Jan. 
‘24.—The Second Regiment returned to 
Omaha, and the Seventeenth Infantry 
to Cheyenne this morning. Col. 
Heyl, Inspector-General, with Col. Henry 
and a corps of engineers, left 
this morning to make a survey of the 
Wounded Knee battlefield on the 30th of last 
December. It was in this battle, it is claimed, 
that Col, Forsythe transcended his 
instructions in going beyond the 
Mission. The serious iliness of 
Agent Pierce has necessitated the 
appointment of Col, Dougherty of the First 
Infantry to act in his stead. All persons not 
regularly employed about the agency have 
been ordered to leave the reservation, Geh, 
‘Miles is holding daily talks witn Indian chiefs 
with a view to selecting ten of them to goto 
Washington. 

The sick and wounded of the Seventn Cav- 
alry were forwarded to Rushville, whence 
they will travel with thelr regiment to Fort 
Riley.. They are victims of the Wounded 
Knee fight. 

A number of wounded were also sent to 
Omaha. Only four troopers now remain in 
the field hospital. Gen. Miles expects 
to leave here in a few days, 
taking with him about fifty Brule 
Indians, whom he will quarter at 
Fort Sheridan, Chicago, where they will be 
instructed in the school of the soldier and in- 
ducted into the habits of civilized life. 

A USELESS OUTRAGE, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 24.—A telegram 
has been received at the War Department 
from families at Pine Ridge giving an account 
pf recent killing of Indians by citizens. 
It characterized the incident as a useless 
outrage and said that steps had been taken 
forthe prosecution of the assailants. The 
telegram was showntothe President and a 
telegram was sent to Gen. Miles inquiring 
whether or not the outrage was committed 
on a Government reservation and whether 
the assailants are members of any State or- 
ganization. The object of this is to determine 
the question of jurisdiction. 

THREATENING AN OUTBREAK. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 24.—The Indians of 
the Red Lake reservation in Minnesota are 
reported to be going wild with the Messiah 
dance, and letters from settlers at 
Thief River Falls have been received 
by the Governor, asking for protection. They 
say the Indians are making all sorts of 
threatening demonstrations. Gen. Mullen 
and an officer of the Governor’s 
staff have gone to the reservation 
to investigate.

CONTROLLING INDIANS BY INDIANS. 


IDEAS ADVANCED BY THE MILES AND CROOK 
SCHOOLS OF INDIAN FIGHTERS. 


Special Correspondence of the PosT-DIsPATCH. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, VIA RUSHVILLE, Neb., 
Jan. 20.—Now that the danger of an Indian 
war is over, the great question arises as to 
how the Indians are to be dealt with in fu- 
ture. Thereisa strong disinclination man- 
ffested in all quarters to allow affairs to go 
oninthe old manner, and some change of 
oma is considered necessary, not only by 

officers, but also by the residents 
of the country adjacent to this 
other reservations. The fact 
is that the Indians, while they have been im- 
pressed by the power of the Government, 
have in no way been cowed, and are inclined 
to believe more in their power thanthey 
were before thecampinthe Bad Lands was 
formed. 
INDIANS NOT DISCOURAGED. 

The fact that a mere demonstrationon a 
single reservation was enough tocall to the 
scene nearly half the United States Army has 
given most of the Indlansan undue idea of 
their own power, and from the friendlies It is 
learned that had the season of the year been 
more favorable the hostiles would not have 
given up without a fight, but would have 
attempted to break through the cordon of 
troops that surrounded them. The disarma- 
ment has been a farce, as not fifty guns that 
are of the least use have been surrendered, 
andtheonly arms in good condition that 
have been turned in, with the exception of 
about a dozen Winchesters, given up by 
chiefs who have other weapons in reserve, 
are Henry rifies, for which ammunition can 
not be obtained. Infact the Indians believe 
that they arethe gainers by the campaign:* 
They retain their arms and ponies, 
and their allowance of beef has been in- 
creased. In their opinion this was done be- 
cause the Government feared them, and wiil 
be an argumenj for war should an attempt at 
another rising ever take place. 

SOME PLANS PROPOSED. 

How to prevent this is the subject that is 
now being warmly discussed in camp. 
Among the officers there is a considerable 
faction that holds to the opinion that an in- 
crease in the number of Indian police, and 
the enlistment of one regiment of cavalry 
chosen among the Indians will solve the diffi- 
culty.

In that territory 
there were a very large number of 
small sub-tribes, each bitterly hostile to, 
allothers, It was easy to enlist men from 
one tribe to hunt down their enemies of oth- 
ers. Butitisarguedthat no such policy ts 
possible. among the Sioux, who. while they 
have had slight intertribal troubles, have 
always stood together against the whites. 
ITS FAILURE IN THE NORTHWEST. 
Crook was placed in command of the de- 
partment of the Platte, and those who do 
not favor his policy of governing Indians by 
means of Indian police have always main- 
tained that he failed in dealing with 
the Nortthwestern Indians and that his 
poliee were simply spies in his own 
camp. When the last formidable Apache 
outbreak occuredin Arizona, Crook was in 
command, and endeavored to put it down 
by his old methods. These,it is maintained, 
proved unsuccessful. He found the Apaches 
of 1887 very different Indiansfrom those he 
had first dealt with, and while he had no 
difficulty in enlisting allthe scouts he re- 
quired, it is believed by many that they 
formed the most effective portion 
of the hostile force, not only misleading 
the troops and giving the raiders

A New York Company Placing Stock of the 
Mississippi River & Ocean Navigation 
Co.—The Plan to Secure the Building of 
the First Vesgel, . : ' ‘ 


| There iss aid to bea strong probability now 
that the Mississippi River & Ocean Naviga- 
tion Co., orgamized in St, Louis for the pur- 
‘pose of carrying the Lucas Ship enterprise 
through to successful practical development, 
will receive financial support from Eastern 
capital sufficient to bring about a satisfac- 
tory demonstration of the merits claimed for 
the Lucas ship by its advocates. Mr. John 
F. Cahill, Mexican Consul in this city, who 
has been the most active worker 
in the enterprise since its incep- 
tion, owing largely to his mission 
of developing commercial relations be- 
tween the Pan-American States, reports that 


news of their approach, but also supplying 
them with ammunition. This question of the 
good faith of the scouts is one of the most 
hotly disputed inthe army. Crook believed 
in them to the last, but a majority of his 
officers were of a contrary opinion, and 
evidently the authorities at Washington took 
the same view of the matter, for Crook was 
relieved and the campaign was brought toa 
successful conclusion by Miles. To take up 
Crook’s policy of trusting Indian scouts Is re- 
garded by many as a terrible blunder, 
AN APROPOS REPORT. 

In reference to the proposition to forma 
regiment of calvary secreted among the In- 
dians, the annual report of Gen. B. H. Grier- 
son, now in command of the Department of 
Arizona, is cited, The report says: 

A special force of Indian secret service men, if 
carefully selected, properly organized, instructed, 
disciplined and well paid, would prove effective and 
might with propriety be authorized for duty at 
San Carlos under direct control of 
the commanding officer. The proposition 
made by an Indian inspector to organize 
a regiment of Indians to be enlisted for a period of 
three years selected from among the mogf restless, 
unruly and nom-progressive element to be found 
among the various tribes, would, in my judgment, 
prove avery dangerous experiment. To place the 
worst element to be found among the most savage and 
warlike Indians in a regular organization of the army 
and to expect them to be effectually controlled by 
white officers, would be unsafe, as favorable oppor- 
tunities for revolt would be likely to arise during the 
excitement of a war which might lead to very 
disastrous consequences. To put the means of 
destruction into the hands of savages, in the belief 
that they would be immediately metamorphosed into 
obedient, law-abiding and disciplined soldiers, would 
be placing too much faith in such Indians or even 
those recognized as semi-civilized. To enlist Indians 
in the manner suggested would virtually be giving a 
premium for bad behavior or worthliessness, when 
such enlistments, if made, should come from those 
who are known to be trustworthy, peaceful and law- 
abiding, as the privilege should be awarded for good 


| behavior and fitness for the important position of a 


soldier of the United States army. 

The majority of officers here are inclined to 
agree with Gen. Grierson’s view of the situ- 
ation.

HAUNTED BY A DEMON. 


The Remarkable Confession of Rev. Henry 
W. George. 


CATSKILL, N. Y., Jan. 24.—The Rev. Henry 
W. George, whoisin jail here charged with 
causing the disgrace and death of Lottie 
Townsend, yesterday decided tolay his case 
before the public. If is the first statement 
regarding the crime made for publication, 
and it is supplemented by a remarkable story 
from the lips of the clergyman of a demon, 
which he says has pursued him from infancy. 
Mr. George admits his guilt. Mr. George as- 
serted, however, that the only scandal 
which had previously been connected with 
his name was .his mania for taking other 
people’s property. ‘‘From my earliest boy- 
hood,’’ he said, sie have 
seemed to be under a spell— 
have had an almost constant desire to take 
things. It has been so from birth; indeed,Iam 
told that my mother exhibited foratime this 
same propensity—would take things and 
conceal them. 

‘A PILFERER AT SCHOOL. 

When at school I would take pencils and 
erasers from my fellows. I did not need them, 
but the desire could not be resisted. I joined 
the church. But there was no cessation, my 
demon was ever present. It followed me 
through schooland in my course at Colby 
University. It was known to the students 
and the faculty, and was treated asa disease 
rather asa fault for which I was respon- 
sible. 

‘*¥rom the University I went to Boston to 
clerk in the book-store of Noyes, Lockwood & 
Co, Itook their property unknown to the 
firm. After leaving Boston I went to Oberlin 
University, Ohio. Thestudents and faculty 
early learned of my falling, and I was called 
into private council and prayed with. Gradu-- 
ating in 1878, I went t6 Huntley, 01., with no 
cessation of this malign influence, but 
lam not aware that restitution has not been 
made for everything taken by me while at 
this place. From Huntley I went to Creston, 
Ill, It was the same thing there. Near Cres- 
ton I metand married my wife, and from 
there we went to Geneva, Lil. It was the same 
there as everywhere else—I took things often 
ofnovalue and not because I needed them, 
but because I was powerless to resist the 
temptations. They afforded me no pleasure; 
on the contrary I hated them as reminders of 
my terrible thraldom. 

THE CAUSE EXPLAINED.

Eastern parties have recently given assur- 
ances to the Lucas ship people that the money 
required to build the first vessel ls now prac- 
tically Msured, and that the interest felt in 
the project is ofa substantial character de- 
cidedly promising in nature, The cost of 
bullding a ship on the Lucas adjustible-Keel 
model, it is estimated, be will about $300,000 
for a vessel Of 38,200 tons displace- 
ment, carrying 1,200.tons of freight with a 7- 
foot draft for the river journey, and the sole 
object of the company since its organization 
in March, 1889, has beento securethe finan- 
cial backing neces to put one Lucas ship 
afloat. It is claimed that the success following 
the initial é¢xperiment would guarantee the 
future of the enterprise beyond all question, 
and that the problem of direct river and 
ocean communication between 8t. Louls and 
the -‘Spanish-American countries would be 
satisfactorily solved by its success. 
LETTERS PROMISING EASTERN AID. 

Mr. Cahill was seen by a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter this morning, and after stating that 
the enterprise promised to betaken up by 
Eastern capitalists and the first Lucas ship 
built at an early date, produced the 
correspondence upon which his statement was 
based. The placing of the stock of the Mis- 
sissippi River & Ocean Navigation Co. in the 
East has been taken in hand by the American 
Export & Trading Co., 5 Bowling Green, New 
York City. Ina letter received by Mr. Cahill 
from that company under date of Jan. 14 the 
following language relative tothe enterprise 
is used: ‘‘We are anxiously waiting 
to hear what, “if § any, progress 
you are making in the Lucas ship 
enterprise, as there are a number of people 
here who have looked into it and are very 
much interested in taking hold of the enter- 
prise and taking all the stock necessary to 
build the first ship.’’ 

The same company also write to Hon. L. B. 
Smith, United States Consul at Curacoa, West 
Indies, who is interested in the  pro- 
ject and who has placed some of 
the stock of the Mississippi River 
& Ocean Navigation Co., as follows: ‘‘We 
have discussed this subject very carefully 
with shipping men and are convinced that it 
is worthy ofall you, Mr. Oahill, and the in- 
ventor claim for it. We belleve that if the 
first and second vessels were to be completed 
it would at once solve the problem of South 
Americah trade. * * * We think that 
during § the year we shall 
able to faise all the pee f tha 
necessary to build these ships and place 
into commercial operation.’’ 

In a recent letter received by Mr. Cahill 
from Consul Smith, that gentleman writes: 
‘‘Thave just received a letter from G. W. 
Morris, general manager of the A. French 
Spring Co. of Pittsburg, Pa., and believe that 
if I could be with him [ could get all 
the money required to build one ship, 
and build right at once. I think it would be 
well for you to go to Pittsburg with such an 
object in view. I will write to Mr. Morrisa 
strong letter by next mail, so he may have 
the ground all prepared when you get there. 
I shall also correspond with my friends in 
Boston, Bath and Bangor, and think we 
shall be able to place 100,000shares. * * * 
The general letter that you speak of 
as being addressed to the Secretary of State, 
bringing out all the points you indicate, I 
think would have a good effect and bring the 
enterprise to the notice of the people, and I 
am inclined to think that you will receive 
material aid from Mr. Blaine.’’ 

AN ENTHUSIASTIC CONSUL. 

Consul L. B. Smith, writing from Cura- 
coa, West Indies, to the American 
Export & Trading Oo. of New York, 
says: ‘‘When the Lucas ship was first intro- 
duced I took great interest in its progress and 
have been in correspondence with Messrs. 
Cahill and Lucas since that time. The jeal- 
ous fear of competition has prevented them 
from getting the capital required on the Miss- 
issippi, where so much is invested in railroads 
and river boats, and assistance must now be 
looked for elsewhere, * * * 

**Had I the capital I would like to build the 
first ship, but Icannot, and forthis reason I 
have written you to ask if it would be posst- 
ble for your company to help promote this 
enterprise.’’ 

In reply to this letter the New 
York company wrote under date of Jan. 3, 
1891, that it had already taken hold of the en- 
terprise and hoped tocarry itthrough suc- 
cessfully. 

Some of the stock has already been placed 
with Eastern and South American parties, 
and Mr. Cahill has a letter from an English 
company stating that if the plans for the pro- 
posed Lucas adjustable keel ship are found 
satisfactory and practical upon examination, 
an agent of the company will be sent over to 
negotiate for a large issue of the stock. 

THE WORK IN 8ST, LOUIS. 

Upon receipt of these promising letters Mr. 
Cahill has determined to hasten the placing of 
the first 100,000 shares of the Mississippi River 
& Ocean Nayigation Oo. stock by renewed 
efforts to interest St. Louisans in the project. 
The stock is to be offered at $3 per 
share and the sale of 100,000 shares would 
just cover the cost of the first ship. 

Letters have been addressed tothe directors 
of all the industrial and commercial organ- 
izations of the city requesting them to ap- 
point committees to place as much of the 
stock as possible in §t. Louls, with the view 
of having the controlling interest remain 
here. The subscription to the stock is based 
upon the express condition that the aggregate 
subscription shall amount to 100,000 shares, 
enough to build the first vessel, estimated to 
cost $300,000, or else that the subscription be 
null and void. Amongthe local commercial 
bodies addressed were the Merchants’, Me- 
chanics’ ,Lambermens’ ,Cotton and Real Estate 
Exchanges, the Furniture Board of Trade, 
the Agricultural Implement Association, the 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association, the St. Louis 
Spanish Oluband others.

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DECISION BY THE SUPREME COURT ON 
BAST SIDE ASSESSMENTS. 


The CO ity Did Not Bear Its Proper Share of 
the Expense for Street Improvements— 
Explosion of Ammonia at the Stock 
Yards—East Side News. 


Another decision in the East 8t. Louls 
special assessment cases has been handed 
down by the Supreme Court. Attorney Jesse 
M. Freels, counsel for the objectors, 
received notification this morning that the 
cases appealed by himto the Supreme Court 
had been reversed and remanded for new 
trial. Mr. Freels had in hand the cases 


of Emily <A. 8t. John, Harry &t. 
John, Maurice Joyce, Leonard Traubel, C. L. 
Walrath, D, A. Beeken and minor owners of 
the Green Tree Hotel. His client’s property 
had h assessed at $20 per front foot for 
the improvement of Broadway, on 
which street it lies abutting. In the 
St. Clair County Court the city obtained a 
judgment against these property owners for 
the amounts assessed against them, but they 
took it higher onanappeal. Asthe decision 
of the Supreme bench is inter- 
preted, it is understood that the 
right of the city to specially 
assess property for public improvements is 
sustained, but the court remands the cases 
on the ground that the amounts were not 
properly proportioned, The city, it is held, 
has been assessed too low in propor- 
tion to the benefits directly derived 
from the improvements and the property- 
owners correspondingly too high. In the 
viaduct cases the decision of the Supreme 
Court was substantially the same, the city 
losing on the appeal, because of the fact that 
the railroad companies had been assessed 
at a rate too high in proportion to the city’s 
share of the expense. Negotiations have 
been under way for some time tending to- 
ward a settlement of the viaduct matter by a 
compromise between the city and the rall- 
road companies, and it is expected thatan 
adjustment may soon be reached. If itis, 
there is every possibidity that the Broadway 
cases will be settled in the same way. 
EXPLOSION OF AMMONIA TANKS, 

Two new ammonia tanks at the Stock Yards 
beef cannery exploded yesterday while un- 
dergoing an air test. The explosjon was ter- 
rific, but was attended by no fatal results. It 
was sufficient to break every pane of glass in 
the building, but only one of the 500 employes 
at work at the time wasinjured. Louis Voll- 
mer was the man hurt. He was struck by a 
flying piece of sheet fron, but was only 
slightly injured. Both tanks were completely 
demolished,

What a Chicago Real Estate Operator 
Knows of Transactions in Certificates 
—J. W. Owensby Summoned to Appear 
in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Jan. 24.—Witness 
Littler’s testimony has of course created a 
sensation here and throughout the country. 
It contradicts Vest’s testimony in one par- 
ticular, Vest saying that he understood that 
the silver was bought after the coinage bill 
passed the Senate, while Littler declares that 
it was done before the bill got through the 
Upper House, which makes it much more 
damaging. Littler says that Cameron’s 
profits were only between $1,000 
and $1,500. He also suggested that 
they summon Senator Cameron. He declared 
that the latter and himself never were in any 
pool, but did theig speculating as indi- 
viduals. He would give no explanation of his 
Chicago interview, in which he declared his 
intention of ‘‘ripping the rascals up the 
back,’’ except to state that he meant news- 
paper men who were misrepresenting him.He 
knew of no one else but the Senator and him- 
self who were speculating in silver. 

A CHICAGO MAN’S STORY. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 24.—J. W. Heden- 
berg, the Chicago real estate dealer whose 
name has recently been connected with the 
silver pool, isinthecity. Talking about the 
investigation he said: 

‘*T have not been in Washington since last 
winter. I[haveseen in other papers some- 
thing about a silver investigation, but I know 
of no such thing asa silver pool. I do know 
of silver bullion certificates issued by a 
financial institution of New York, and which 
are regularly quoted in Wall street reports. I 
never heard of any poolin them, however.’’ 

**Did you have any dealings in them?’’ 

‘*‘Any connection I may” have had with 
these silver bullion certificates concerns my 
private business.’”’ 

‘*Do you know E. M. Hill and James George 
of Washington?’’ 

‘*Yes, [know beth men, andany business 
relations I had with Hill and George concerns 
them and myself. I see what the papers have 
to say about their alleged testimony and have 
read the dispatches. I will give my evidence 
before the committee whenI goto Washing- 
ton. This will probably be next week.’’ 

**Do you know of any Congressmen or mem- 
ber of the Senate having any interest, di- 
rectly or remote, in these silver bullion cer- 
tificates?’’ 

‘*T do not, most emphatically. I do not 
know of any Congressman or member of the 
Senate being interested in any bullion cer- 
tificates. I certainly never asked them to be- 
come interested In them and have no knowl- 
edge of this being the case.’’ 

SUMMONED TO APPEAR. 

CHICAGO, Jan, 24.—J. W. Owensby, whois 
said to possess some information about the 
mysterious silver pool, was called upon by 
Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms Forsythe at the 
Richelieu to-day and summoned to appear 
before the Investigating Committee in Wash- 
ington next Thursday. 

Mr. Owensby insisted upon receiving his 
mileage and witness fees in advance and sug- 
gested to Mr. Forsythe to telegraph to Wash- 
ington for them and call around again. 

To a reporter Mr. Owensby said he had 
every reason to believe the investigating com- 
mittee would endeavor, if possible, to prevent 
him telling save what unqualifiedly might 
put him in an absurd position, and he there- 
fore intended to exercise his rights in every 
particular.

The 
letter says thatthe writer is puzzled as to 
what is wanted by the mechanics of St. 
Louis, and asks fora representatives’ opinion 
in relation tothelaw. He says that he saw 
the interviews with the different builders in 
the Post-DisPaTcH a few days ago, but that 
he does not yet fully understand the reasons 
for the opposition. Proceeding, the writer 
says that it is his desire to protect all parties 
as faras possible, and that he thought he 
had succeeded in drafting a good bill, but 
that if this one did not suit the parties inter- 
ested, he was willing to try again. 

EX-PRESIDENT MULCAHY’S VIEWS. ’ 

During a conversation this morning con- 
cerning the letter, Mr. Mulcahy 
himself freely as to his opposition to the pro- 
posed measure. He repeated that he wags 
either in favor of repealing the bill altogether 
orleaving it as it is. @ latter would be 
preferable to him, but he could conduct 
business on more business-like prin- 
ciples if the entire re a 
repealed. ‘‘There is nothing in it,’’ he 
says ‘‘that is of much benefit to —— ex- 
cept to scare parties into paying their 
If an action were brought, it would probably 
hang fire in the court for years, and then the 
contractors lose the case.

Thisis the sectionon which the Sen- 
ator is making his attack and it. would 
probably be just if the sub-con- 
tractors could depend upon the 
builder for his money. But this can hardly 
be done, as demonstrated many times. A 
sub-contractor agrees to perform a certain 
piece of work for a certain amount, but 
should the builder have made a mistake in 
his bid and not be personally financially re- 
sponsible the sub-contractor must lose the 
amount coming to him, unless, as is now the 
case, he can collect from the owner 
of property. Not 
the lien to gO any 
than the specified amount.in the contract 
would work injustice toa great many people. 
Firstly to the builder, who ts often ordered 
verbally to make certain changes in the archi- 
tect’s plans, and must depend upon the own- 
er for his pay. The proposed amendment 
would not make this a cause of action. 
ondly, because the men who do the work 
would not be any more protected than they 
are at present, and that ts not at all.’’

A LOOK BACK, 

During the last quarter of 1890, when 
there was great stringency in the money 
market and great shrinkage in the value of 
railroad stocks, the Clearing-house reports 
showed increase rather than shrinkage in 
the volume of general business as com- 
pared with corresponding periods of the 
previous year. 

Although the final estimates of the Agri- 
cultural Department rated the corn crop of 
1890 at one-third less than that of 1889, and 
the wheat crop at 91,000,000 bushels less, 
and although lower rates of transportation 
prevailed on account of the supposed 
scarcity of marketable products, the gross 
earnings of 200 railroads aggregating 140,- 
000 miles were, according to thte Financial 
Chronicle, $70,000,000, or 8.2 per cent, 
greater in 1890 than in 1889. 

These facte show how baseless the pan- 
icky feeling in Wall street was, and the 
recent increase in the surplus reserves in 
the New York banks to an amount greater 
than in the corresponding weeks of 1890 or 
1889 shows that the panic which caused the 
stringency is about over, In December, 
when that panic was at its worst, the gross 
earnings Of 131 railroads were 6.5 per cent 
greater than in the same month of 1889 and 
9 per cent in excess of their earnings in 
December, 1888. 

In fact the panic, the stringency and the 
shrinkage in Wall street apparently had no 
relation to or effect upon the transaction 
of the country’s business outside of stock 
speculation. It is well to note, as they 
come and go, what mere bubbles on the 
business surface these Wall street flurries 
and fluctuations are.

FAKE OR FAIR! 


No man can tell how long it will remain 
settled, but it is settled for the current 
week at least that the Art Hall, the Decor- 
ative Art Building, the Water Palace, the 
Electrical Display Building and the Music 
Hall of the Chicago World’s Fair are all 
to be located on Lake Front property near 
the hotels and seven miles away from the 
coarser agricultural, mechanical and min- 
eral displays in Jackson Park. 

The Art Hall is to be ‘‘a permanent 
*‘structure which, after the close of the 
‘¢Pair, will not qnly subserve the purpose 
‘‘of an art gallery but undoubtedly also 
*‘of the Public Library.’’ With this future 
use in view itis to. have foundations and 
walls capable of supporting as many 
stories as the future growth of Chicago may 
require. 

The round trip of fourteen miles between 
the two sections of the Fair is provided as 
a pleasure trip for visitors, the pleasure of 
it being, of course, limited to the Chicago 
transportation companies that will collect 
fares from the wayfarers. The latter will be 
given the choice of having their pockets 
picked in crowded trains or ferry-boats, or 
of making the tour under the polite pro- 
tection of Chicago hackmen. Deputy Cor- 
oners, well provided with ambulances and 
apparatus from the Morgue, will be sta- 
tioned along the route in sufficient num- 
bers to serve promiptly in cases of accident 
by land or water. 

But as yet there is no discouraging pros- 
pect of any disagreeable or dangerous over- 
crowding. The Legislatures of Missouri, 
Tennessee, Arkansas and Alabama have 
announced that they will provide for no 
State exhibits at Chicago if the Illinois 
Senators succeed in passing the force bill. 
The rest of the Southern States will proba- 
bly take the same stand. The indications 
are thatour new McKinley tariff will be 
equally effective in warning away all for- 
eign exhibitors and in confining the scope 
of the great Columbian Exposition to the 
old familiar attractions of an ordinary 
State Fair.

A Bill to Destroy Self-Government. 
Senator Stewart on the Foree Bill. 

Weare not children. We have seen elec- 
tions, all of us, enough to know that a horde 
of officers at the polis with a purpose to con- 
trol elections, havingaright to inspect the 
ballots, havinga right toarrest, having the 
right to keep order, having the right of sup- 
pressing everything, will exercise anh over- 
whelming power ata generalelection. With 
the prestige at the polis of the general Gov- 
ernment we all know that local elections will 
be dominated inevery State, and we shall 
have the spectacle by mixing these two elec- 
tions together of having the election of mem- 
bers of Congress and the election of presi- 
dential electors all commingled; they would 
be commingled in the next election, and 
probably forever you would have the spec- 
tacle of a President appointing marshals and 
judges to assist him in continuance in office. 
It is the passage of this law which in the hext 
election at least will place over all the local 
elections this supervising power with high 
paid officers ; and that will be the beginning 
of the end of free government. 


Pattison as a Landmark. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Just four years ago Robert E. Pattison re- 
tired fromthe gubernatorial chair of Penn- 
sylvahia and greeted James A. Beaver as the 
coming guest. To-day James A. Beaver is 
the parting and Robert E. Pattison the com- 
ing guest, and Pattison will be inaugurated 
asthe first Governor in the history of the 
State who has been recalled to the Executive 
office after having retired fromit. Many Gov- 
ernors have been re-elected, but no one has 
ever before been recalled from private life to 
resume the duties of Ohief Magistrate. The 
inauguration of Gov. Pattison as the only 
Democratic Governor elected since the first 
success of Republicanism in 1860, makes an 
important landmark in our politival history. 
His election in 1882 may be classed as in some 
measure a political accident, as he was con- 
fronted by a divided Republican vote and re- 
ceived less votes than the combined poll of 
the two Republican comipetitors; but he now 
returns to the high office with a clear majority 
of the whole vote cast at the last election and 
wonina square contest with the dominant 
party of the State. 


History Repeating Itself. 
From the Philadelphie Record. 

History, it has been said, is philosophy 
teaching by example. In the exultation of 
political victory the Whig party passed the 
tariff of 1842, which, though aimed to restrain 
commerce, was a@ mild measure compared 
with the McKinley act. Four years afterward 
the Whig tariff was supplanted by the reve- 
nue tariff of 1846, which gave so much gatis- 
faction to the country that it was still 
further reduced in 1857 by Republican votes in 
Congress. In vain the Whigs sought to re- 
store their tariff policy ; and in six years from 
the enactment of the tariff of 1946 the Whig 
party, with the defeat of Gen. Scott In 1852, 
disappeared from the political field, never to 
rise again. Is the new generation to witness 
the downfall of the second high-tariff party 
inthe election of 1892? To the general ob- 
server it looks very much that way.

The department detectives are in search of 
Paul M. Adams, a dissipated young man from 
Bvanéville, Ind., who is thought to be in this 
city, Adams is wanted in Evansville on t@e 
charge of embezzlement.

The price per convict does not 
excéed 50 cents per day and has in thie past 
gone down to 40 centsand even lower: The 
State is obliged to feed and clothe the pris- 
oners, and when any of them become sick or 
otherwise incapacitated other convicts must 
be furnished in their places. 

WHO HOLD THE CONTRACTS. 

The principai contracts are now held by the 
J. S. Sullivan Saddle Tree Co., Jacob 8trauss 
Baddiery Co., Glesecke Boot & Shoe Co., 
@tandard Shoe Co., Charles R. Lewis Clothing 
Co., Jefferson Shoe Go, and A; Priesmeyer 
Shoe Co. These contracts have been let for 
long periods and this is a source of com- 
plaint. Under the act bearing on the 
subject, the contracts cannot be let for a 
period exceeding ten years. This is consid- 
ered entirely too long and thereis objection 
to the smali return received by the 
State for the labor of the prisoners. Another 
objection to tife system isthat there ts not 
enough notice given when contracts are to 
be relet to give all who desire to bid a chance 
to get in their proposals. 

Mr. Harlan who has given the subject much 
study and attention, says the only way to 
prevent scandal from growing out of this 
system isto ¢hange it without delay. He is 
of the opinion that all the existing contracts 
can be ¢anceled at any time and new bids 
solicited. 

The penitentiary contractors here are not 
exactly pleased with the agitation started by 
the Representative from Calloway and if there 
is any strong prospect of making any 
radical change they will it is expected enter 
a very emphatic objection. Under the con- 
tract agreements the Sullivan Co. employs 
150 convicts; Strauss Co., 125; Giesecke Co., 
200; Jefferson Shoe Co., 100; Standard Co., 85; 
Priesmeyer Co., 60, and Lewis, 40. 

FEATURES OF THE BILL. 

The bill in Kerwin’s hands provides that no 
no bid offering less than 75 cents per day for 
each convict shall be accepted by the mana- 
gers of Missouri’s great penal institu- 
tion. His bill also limits the contracts 
to four years and specifically states that bids 
shall be called forin advertisments inserted 
in widely circulated journals, 

The penitentiary contractors say that it is 
only right and fair to let the contracts for 
eight and ten year periods. They insist that 
it requires a heavy outlay to put in machinery 
and other necessary appliances, and 
that in view of these facts it 
would not pay to bid on_ short 
term contracts. Despite their objections, 
however, there seems to be a determined dis- 
oe on the part of a number of the mem.- 

to indulge ih some lepgisiation on this 
subject. 
AS TO FIRE INSURANCE, 

Representative Davisson of Harrison 
County has a billin charge which is intended 
to amend the revised statutes relative to fire 
insurance companies. His bill proposes 
some sweeping changes in the present insur- 
ance laws, and when it is introduced an em- 
phatic protest is expected from _ insurance 
men. One of the sections provides that thirty 
days after the notice of loss by fire ig served 
onthe company’s agent the entire amount 
famed in the policy shall be due and payable 
without delay or discount, In 
cases where insurance companies 
want to contest the claims, the amended act 
provides that the instred or persons 
shall be notified in writing by the companies, 
and that such notices shall contain ail 
grounds or reasons of the refusal to pay the 
claimants: The grounds given in such no- 
tices served on the insu must contain all 
the grounds, and that such grounds shall con- 
gtitute the entire defense of the objecting 
companies. Mr. Davisson, who has the bill 
in charge, says that there \s need of legisia- 
tion on this subject to protect cy holders, 
and that he proposes todo all in his power to 
pass the act. 

THE WORLD’S FAIR.

Valuable Discovery Made in the Ozark

TWO HEAVY SALES FOR MANUFACTUR- 
ING PURPOSES CONSUMMATED. 


Samuel Cupples Selling Seventh Street 
Property—Messrs. Noonan & Schuch- 
mann Sell Their Lindell Railway 
Stables for $42,000. 


Samuel Cupples, whohas been prominently 
identified with the recent purchase of a great 
deal of property on South Seventh street, has 
sold a prominent corner in that locality for 
$35,000 to Capt. Peter Kirns. John F, Storm, 
who reports the sale, says the premises are 
located at the southwest corner of Seventh 
and , at present and for a 

many years past occupied by 
ie A. Condon’s bakery establishment. The 
property has a frontage of 49% feet on 
Seventh by a depth of 127% on Walnut, and 
it will continue to be occupied by the present 
tenant for the next ten years at an annual 
rental of $2,100 net to Capt. Kirns. The 
buildings are very old and the consideration 
nearly $700 a foot may be looked upon as the 
price paid for the ground. This sale from 
Mr. Cupples was quite a surprise 
to several of the leading real estate agents 
who happened to know something about the 
transaction, as it was generally supposed 
that the grantor was anxious to buy anything 
he could getin that locality and would part 
with nothing. Seventh street property- 
owners will not be overly well pleased with 
this deal, as many of them had anticipated, 
and predicted that Mr. Cupples would erect a 
fine commercial billding in the piace of the 
present one, which would not only add ma- 
terially to the value of surrounding realty, 
but be a benefit alsoto Seventh street prop- 
erty generally. ait 

A QUICK PROFIT OF $7,000. 

Miles Sells has purchased the property 
known as the WaShington avenue car stables 
of the Lindell Railway Co. for $42,000 from R. 
M. Noonan and Gustavus Schuchmann, who 
purchased the premises on the 6th of last 
month from the company for $35,000. In this 
deal it is apparent that the grantors have re- 
alized a profit of $7,000 in very little over 
amonth’stime. This enhanced value follows 
a growing appreciation of that section of the 
city for ight manufacturing purposes.

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A COUN CLL CONTROVERSY 


THE FOREST PARK PRIVILEGES ORDI- 
é; ;) NANCE CAUSES A DISPUTE. 


Had the Council a Right to Substitute 
Another Name in the Ordinance?—The 
Pomtoon Bridge Scheme—City Coun- 
selor Bell’s Return. 


The House of Delegates and the Council are 
in a fair way for a fight over the Forest Park 
privileges, all because of the rather unusual 
action of the Council in the matter. The 
terms and rules set down by the Council Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means in its amend- 
ments are eminently satisfactory to all. No 
liquor in the park, $1,000a year rent, and the 
other provisions are just what they should 
be. It is not any of these points that the 
House is kicking about. It is the manner in 
which the Council brings them for- 
ward that causes the trouble. The House 
has always been in sympathy with 
Charles Schweickhardt, the present lessee. 
Some time ago he asked for a rebate of some 
$2,500 on his rent and,to impress the necessity 
of it upon the members of the House, he gave 
thema dinner at the park with wine and 
all the delicacies of the season. They passed 
the bill only to have it knocked end- 
ways by the Council. AS the 
term of the jiease approached its end 
Mr. Schweickhardt hurriedin with an ordi- 
nance to have it renewed on practically the 
old terms. The House of Delegates, knowing 
that he was several thousand dollars behind 
in his rent and that he had gone to consid- 
erable expense on the banquet, passed the or- 
dinance renewing his lease and sent it to the 
Council. 

In the meantime half a dozen applicants 
for the same privileges put in ordinances, 
among them being Adolph Kammerer, who’ 
runs the Delmonico on Lindell avenue. When 
the Council Committee took hold of the mat- 
ter it amended Schweickhardt clear out of his 
bill, changed it all the way through and put 
in Kammerer’s name. 

The billnow will, tf passed by the Council, 
go back to the House, not for passage, but for 
concurrence in the amendments. This the 
House objects to, stating that the Council 
has no parliamentary. precedent for substi- 
tuting one bill for another under the guise of 
amendments and calling it the same bill. The 
House claims that the amended bill is another 
bill altogether, and to get through the House 
it musttake the very same course as would 
be taken by a new Dill. 

City Counselor Bell still holds that the bill is 
the same, as the subject matter isthe same, 
as both the old and the new measures re- 
ferred simply to the leasing of the privileges 
ofthe park. The matter will, however, be 
allowed to simmer for two weeks before 
action is taken. 


The City Counselor’s Return. 


City Counselor Bell has returned from Jef- 
ferson City and he reports that the substitute 
boulevard bill will pass as he prepared it and 
become a law; that the underground wire bill 
will be amended by omitting the electric rail- 
way wires from its operations and will be- 
come a law; fiat the bill to abolish pool-sell- 
ing and book-making is being antagonized in 
the interest of county fairs and race-tracks; 
that it will havea hearing before the com- 
mittee next Tuesday afternoon, and ifthe 
people of St. Louis desire to abolish Pool 
alley they ought to be represented before the 
committee at the hearing. 


Now Looking for Sites. 


The garbage grab crowd has everything 
shug now, and are ready to g6 ahead and 
extract their dollars by,the ammonia process. 
The finishing touch was put on the legislative 
endofthe job last night by the approval of 
the bond of the St. Louis Reduction Co. as 
the contractors for the removal of dead 
animals. They now have no more worlds to 
conquer.

7 a New Letter Box. 
The House Letter Box Commission ap- 


| ‘pointed by Postmaster-General Wanamaker 


has issued another circular inviting the 
to submit models of a house 
‘box for the approval of the 
Commission and Postmaster-General. For 
years the Past-office Department has sought 
in vain for a perfect house letter box in which 
carriers in large cities could deposit mail 


- ‘without trouble and where it- could be col- 


‘as easily, and thus save time 
and the long waits the postman now 
makes in delivering mail from house to 
house. The circular sent out by the com- 
mission contains the following instruct- 
fons and suggestions for the box: It 
should be of smallcost. It should be neat 
fn appearance. It. should protect the oon- 
tents against fain, sleet, snow and dust. 
It should furnish reasonable security against 
removal of the letters by thieves, and against 
the removal of exterior boxes from doors or 
‘walls. It should beas simple as possible in 
its manner of operation. Thelid or cover of 
the box should be so hung as not to re- 
quire the carrier to open it, or to use more 
than one hand in depositing the mail. 
The box should mar the door as little as pos- 
sible. The box should have an attachment of 
some character forthe reception of papers. 
It should disclose the presence of mail matter 
without being opened. Thisis fora delivery 
box. In addition to a delivery box, the Post- 
master General also directs the Commission to 
receive models for a box which may be used 
for both delivery and collection. This box 
should have two compartments, each separ- 
ate and distinct from the other; one for de- 
livery, the otper for collection. No plans or 
designs will be examined by the Commission 
unless accompanied by models. The time 
for receiving models will close June 1, 1891. 
All models must be sent to W.E. Corbin, 
Secretary House Box Commission, Post-office 
Department, Washington, D. C.

Tdking the 
Wrappers into consideration ordinary cigars 
have advanced $5.25 wholesale.-« On finer 
cigars the advance is even more marked and 
on a $90 cigar the advance has actually 
amounted to $7.90. All wholesale houses 
have notified their customers of this fact 
and when the present large stock of imported 
tobaccos in this®ountry is used further ad- 
vances may be looked for.’’

Under the 
rules of continuous pool the challenged party 
has ten days in which to accept and cover the 
forfeit of $75. Manning says that he wrote to 
his backer, but the latter failed to 
cover Powers’ deposit. Therefore, Pow- 
ers on last Monday visited the office 
of the donors of the emblem and 
and put ina forfeit claim for the medal and 
the title of champion. He was presented 
with the medal. When Manning heard of 
Powers’ action he was very indignant, claifn- 
ing that Powers had personally assured him - 
that he would not claim the emblem if Man- 
ning’s backer did not cover the forfeit. 

‘*Powers can keep the medal,’’ Manning 
says, ‘‘but I will play him for $500, and have 
the match decided in Chicago, on the condi- 
tion that he return the emblem and all to go 
to ti® winner.’’ 

Powers said toa reporter yesterday that he 
was going to Chicago immediately and that 
themeda!l would go with him. ‘‘If Manning 
can get the backing,’’ said he, ‘‘I will be 
more than pleased to meet tim. Iam now 
the champion, and as such I have the privi- 
lege of naming the place of playing, and thet 
is Chicago, which is my hb home.’’ 


ENGLISH 1 BILLIARDS. 

English billiard players are slower than mo- 
lasses in January, with the exception of two 
of the leading men, Roberts and Peall, who 
are now urging fora little more science added 
to their English game by eliminating the spot 
stroke from the table. Their gameat present 
is ike American pool. Caroms made off of 
three balls count just the same as in the 
American game, butin addition to this the 
pocketing of balis alsocounts, and the scoring 
can be made five times as rapid as that of the 
American game. 

The spot stroke@is made something after the 
folowing manner: The cue ball is worked 
up tothe top short rail, so as to be inline 
with the red ball and one of the upper pock- 
ets. The player then fires dway, shooting the 
red ball back into the pocket and bringing 
his own ball back ihto position for the next 
stroke. One English player has repeated this 
stroke nearly 400times. It can be imagined: 
how tiresome such a game becomes. 


THE RING. 

A New York telegram tothe Cincinnati Zn- 
quirer gives an accountof the training of 
Fitzsimmons, which isin direct conflict with 
all descriptions which were given of the New 
Zealander’s preliminary work at the time by 
correspondents who visited Bay St. Louis and 
claimed that the kangaroo took runs of twen- 
ty milesa day.

Fitz- 
simmons was not allowed tolifta dumb-bell 
that weighed over two pounds, but when he 
took hold of the dumbD-bells he was forced 
to make them fiy like lightning until 
he was exhausted. The theory was that rapid 
exertion was a hundred times more efficacious 
in increasing power than. extreme effort. 
Carroll held that putting up big weights 
slowly exhausted muscular strength, while 
the quick work with light bell built itup. In 
a similar way he refused to have his man take 
twenty-mile walks and ten-mile runs, In- 
stead, he laid off a course of but a little over 
a quarter of a mile and forced Fitzsimmons to 
run it at the very limit of his speed three 
timesaday. Heranso hardthat.he almost 
gave up from exhaustion at the endof the 
short trip. Carroll refused to allow his man 
to get into water, as under the system on 
which he worked baths are believed to be 
weakening. He rubbed his charge down 
every afternoon after his exercise was done 
with water which had the chill taken off. 

CORBETT NOT AFTER SULLIVAN. 

Jim Corbett, who is shortly to give a spar- 
ring tour across the country under Parson 
Davies’ management, in speaking of his 
coming fight with Peter Jackson, remarked 
the other day: ‘‘Yes, I shallwhip him; but 
I’ll have my hands full. It will be one of the 
prettiest fights ever seen, Slavin will not 
fight Sullivan. He may say he will, but it is 
only foradvertising. Slavinis coming over 
here to spar through the country with Mitch- 
ell and ‘if he could get up a fight or sign ar- 
ticles for one, he would be an attraction. But 
he won’t fight Sullivan. He must fight me 
first. Would I fight Sullivan if I whipped 
Slavin? Well—Corbett smilled—I wouldn’t 
want todeprive Sullivan of the champion- 
ship.

The Nonpareil says the 
New Zealander isa wonderful man, and he 
can see no reason why height and reach 
should debar a man from any class if the man 
can get down to weight. Dempsey declares 
that Fitzsimmons weighed in as a middle- 
weight when they fought, and he was a mid- 
dleweight.

THOSE AUSTRIAN BONDS. 


The U. 8. Court to Decide Whether They 
Come Under the Lottery Law or Not. 

A telegram from New York states that 
Edward H. Horner, the Wall street banker 
who deals so largely in Austrian Government 
bonds and other Huropean bonds with lot- 
tery ceupons, will have to go to Springfield, 
Ill., toanswer the charge preferred against 
him inthe United States Court there of send- 
ing lottery circulars through the United States 
mails, this decision having been rendered by 
Judge Brown, of the Federal.Court. Horner 
and his St. Louls,. representatives have found 
a good many customers in Missouri and IIli- 
nois for their lottery bonds and heretofore 
they have escaped prosecution either in the 
Federalor State courts. The matter was 
brought before the Prosecuting Attorneys of 
the Court of Criminal Correction here several 
times and the police have made an arrest or 
two under the Missouri State law against lot- 
teries, but nothing ever came of it, the bond 
sellers always satisfying the officials that the 
Johnson law didn’t apply to-Austrian Gov- 
ernment bonds. Horner & Co. have claimed 


all along that the Austrian bond is not a lot- 


tery ticket, as every bond drawsa premium, 
there being no Dilanks. , Every holder ofa 
bond ts certain, they say, of not only getting 
back his money, but interest besides, the only 
difference between the Austrian and the 
United States Government bonds being 
that the interest on the Austrian 
bonds varies while it is the same on 
all bonds of the same issue in this 
country. Mr. George D. Reynolds, the United 
States District Attorney, doesn’t agree with 
Horner etal. in this matter, Mr. Reynolds 
holding that an invesment in an Austrian 
bond is clearly a lottery investment and that 
Mr. Horner’s bonds and circulars are not 
admissible to the United States mails. Any one 
mailing a letter or paper containing matter 
pertaining to the bonds in question may be 
arrested, says Mr. Reynolds, and punished 
under the regent congressional enactment 
against lotteries.
